As Lewis eloquently 
describes, these slow yet deliberate fabrications are hidden underneath the perceptions of that 
which is becoming the status quo. This progressive downfall is the worst since it is the least 
detectable. However, there is something we all can do to prevent this. 

We all have the capability to be beacons of the truth and allow it to illuminate into the most 
profound trenches of ignorance. The defense of it is worth disdain, isolation, discomfort, and 
even punishment. Jesus was a martyr for the truth and transformed the world for the better. 

Most likely we will all not becomes saints, but we will still leave imprints on the world; 
imprints which will last for multitudes of generations to defend the truth and improve the 
human condition.
